A lawyer, he 
is a native of Vicksburg, Miss, 
He was educated at the Univer. 
sity of Texas, the University 
of Southern California, and 
Harvard Law School, 

‘The Directors held that peo- 
ples of all lands will be deliv. 
ered from tyranny through the 
freedom-giving power of spirit- 
ual understanding, 

“With complete confidence in 
God’s guidance,” they declared, 
“Christian Scientists foresea 
the doom of the evil forees 
which would undermine rich- 
teous government, weaken hu- 
man freedom, and sink man- 
kind deeper into matertalism.”
